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DETAILED ACTION 
Rejections Maintained 

1. Claims 11, 14-17 and newly submitted claim 21 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chung (4620127) for reasons of record in the 
Office Action of March 30, 2005. 

2. Claims 11-13 and 16-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Sorensen (4889234) for reasons of record made in the amendment of 
March 30, 2005. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed September 8, 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the claims have been amended to direct to the elected invention 
group. However, applicant fails to present any argument regarding the prior art 
rejections made in the Office Action of March 30, 2005. 

Regarding the newly submitted claim 21 , applicant 's attention is drawn to the fact the 
claim is directed to an adhesive system as in claim 1. However, the intended use 
phrases such as "for a tire pressure sensor", "for adhering", etc. have not been given 
any patentable weight as said phrases are not found to be of positive limitations. 
It is further noted by the examiner that, in amendment filed on June 23, 2005, applicant 
argues that "Chung identifies characteristics of a desirable adhesive, column 1 , line 30- 
column 2, line 5, but none of the characteristics matches the limitations of amended 
claim 1". This is not found to be convincing because the limitations of the amended 
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claim 1 are directed to an intended use of the adhesive system and hence, are not 
found to be of positive limitations. 

Thus, in the absence of any evidence to the contrary, it remains the examiner's position 
that the claimed invention is anticipated by the prior art of record discussed above.
